The gases employed in the shells have improved steadily in 


efficacy and German masks, although preventing fatal result ,, do not 


give complete protection to the wearers, whose health and respiration 


show the effects when rapid movements are necessary, as in serving 
guns. 


Baron von Ardenne says the British tank is probably the most 


amazing weapon which modern land warfare has produced. 
He ad 


mits that they have caused the Germans heavy losses, particularly by 


their flanking fire, though they are by no means invulnerable to the 
German artillery. 


The baron asserts that the line ot villages along which the Anglo- 


German struggle is now raging lies in advance of the main Hindenbuiy 


line, and that consequently the eventual loss of these villages, includ­ 


ing Bullecourt, could not be deemed a decisive event. 
This admission 


indicates that the Germans are reckoning on the loss of Avion, Oppy, 
Roeux and other towns. 


As to the French battle front, Baron von Ardenne says that the 


struggle along the Chemin-des-Dames in other wars would be called 


battles, on account of the number ot men engaged, but in the present 


instance they are merely skirmishes preliminary to a gigantic attack, 
which is surely coming.

re gula ti ng th e sale 
of fish, fresh 
meats or o th e r like meat foods from 
wagons, c a r t w * w o t h e r vehicles on 
th e streets of the city of Paris, pro­ 
scribing penalties for violations, and 
d eclaring an emergency. 
Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Paris: 
Section 1. No fish or fresli incuts 
or oth er like m ea t food shall bo sold 
or offered for sale out of any wagon, 
c art or oth er vehicle in the city of 
Pari s or on the streets thereof until 
th e said wagon, ca rt or vehicle lias 
been so constructed th a t said Ib.Li or 
fresh meats or oth er like meats may 
be kept ther ein and sold therefrom in 
a clean and 
sanita ry m a n n e r 
and 
such wagon, c art or 
oth er vehicle 
shall not be or rem ain open and ex­ 
pose the contents to dust, flies and 
o th er c o n ta m in a tin g agencies, and 
the said wagon, cart or o the r vehicle 
must he so a rra nge d and constructed 
as to have sufficient icing capacity to 
safely keep 
said fish, fresli 
meat 
foods, before any such wagon, cart 
or oth er vehicle is used or approved 
for the purpose heretofore specified, 
and all vehicles intended for such 
use must he inspected by, approved
